Oh, do Thou again 
strive with us, that we may be led to a more spiritual 
sense of our responsibility; that we may leam wisdom 
from on high, and not trust to the wisdom of this 
world which is foolishness, nor to the things of thi» 
life, which are vanity. Bring us to Thysdif by the 
cords of love and mercy ; deal with us patiently ; be 
not extreme to mark our misdoings; but correct us in 
Thy forbearance. Yet suffer us not to presume on 
Thy goodness and forbearance, and so to harden our 
hearts, but soften them thereby, that they may receive 
all the impressions of Thy law, and that we, walking 
in them, may be safe and happy to our souls' oomfert. 
Grant this, we pr«y Thee, for Jesus Christ's sake, our 
Lord and Saviour.

Unite 
us in holy feelings of love, that we may be one in 
heart and spirit even as Thou, our God, and Christ 
are one. And let this day witness to ourselves and 
to the world, that we are Thy disciples; that we have 
not only a name to live, but that we are living before 
Thee and for Thee, through Jesus Christ our Re- 
deemer.
